Dering the Last two mouths, reports have indicate at the tyo 
planus received heavy shipments of tank spare parts, at least 100 railroad 
cerloads from the U.5.5.R. every month. This increase in spare part shipments 
is probably necessary because of the high quota of damaged tanks turned in 
fer repair after the summer and fall maneuvers. The specific data of the 
orasent report confirms the hirh capacity of the plant, especially the information 
that 3¢ tanks were completely overhauled at one time.
